RAILWAY ADMINISTRATION. 


—— 


INNOVATIONS AND REFORMS. 


. Among the many innovations, which are 
being introduced into the State railway system 
in Egypt is the introduction of the signalling 
interlccking apparatas, which is gradually 
being fitted at every necessary point on the 
main line between Cairo and Alexandria, Many 
stations, such for instance as Benhs, have 
alfeady boon installed with this most necessary 
part of s moder railwey equipment. The 
work is being pushed on in other stations, and 
by next yar it is hoped that not only will 
thp main line between Alexandria and Cairo 
befitted with interlocking signals, but that 
sito the installation will be complete in 
Upper Egypt as far as Waste, 

Among other improvements now being 
estried out is the fitting of all the large 
rallwoy station with modern testautants in 
tho latest Buropean style, This work has been 
entrasted to the International Sleeping Car 
Company, Limited. A splendid restaurant is at 
present under construction at the Alexandria 
tetminus. 

Considerable improvements are being made 
in the systom of veutilation in the Interns- 
tional Sleeping Oar Company's cattiages. An 
up'to-date system is being installed with ice-box 
apparatus. 

‘Many alterations have just been begun at 
‘Tshtah station. A new platform for the cotton 
balks is being constracted there and increased 
facilities for handling goods and for tranship- 
ping merchandise to the Mansourah |i 18 
also being provided for at this most important 
jonotion in the Delta. 

The Bgyptian Railwsy Administration is 
also providing better facilities fur bandlirg 
cotton at Damanhonr station. 

A new goods platform has keen opened at 
Gabbari station and » new inward mateballing 
yard is being made there. Big waggon sheds 
are to be built in the neighbourhood of 
Alexandria, The site of these sheds has 
not yet been decided upon, bat they will 
be either at Mex or Gabbari. Here the 
wadgons will be received and repaired. It is 
out of the questionto enlarge the area of the 
land oconpied by the Egyptian Railway Ad- 
mivistration in the Boulao quarter of Cairo, 
as the price of real estate in that quarter of 
the Capital is quite prohibitive at the present 
time. A site at Mex or Gabbari will conse- 
quently be far more practicable. By making 
the miner beadqaarters of the Railway Ad- 
ministration at Egypt's commercial capital a 
grett desl of the present expense of hauling 
will be obviated. 

The Railway Administration has of late 
wiadly adopted a liberal system of advertis- 
ing.

‘The earliest is that of a Khalif named Mar- 
w4n, sither the father of the celebrated Abd- 
el-Malik, or the last of the Umaiyad Khalifs. 
Another is of Bl Mutadid who was Khalif 
from 892 to 902 ap. 

‘Tho third is Bl Hakim, a Fatimite Khalif of 
996 to10?1 ap. The fourth reads “Ali is the 
Vicar of God, prayers be to them both.” This 
is one of the Fatimite period princes, 

Nombers 5 and 6 are of El Matansir Fatim- 
ite Khalif of 1036 to 10954. Number7 is 
of, certain “glorious lord Yown-ed-Daulab 
Abs Yamp, or it may be read Nasir-ed-Daulab. 

Namber 8 refers to El Fa’iz, Fatimite Khalit 
of aD. 1149, Whilst the ninth, dates from 
between Ap. 1293 and 1841 for it relates to 
ths famous Mamlok Sultan of Bgypt, Moham- 
med-ibn-Tala’an. 

‘These inscriptions should be added to the 
Corpus of lapidary Arabic susoriptions because 
they all contain additional texts to the titles | ° 
which, ouly, are given here. 

‘The eame remark applies toa series of eight 
insoribed vessels shown at an exhibition of 
Mshommedan art in Paris. The text upon 
these have been described in the jonrnal of 
the German Palestine Society by Herr Sober- 
heim.

Her name is not written in the texts and 
the cartouches provided for it have been left 
blank.

Shi 
‘wears a fringed garment with cords and tass 
and on her arms sre richly ornamented 
bracelets. 

‘The reliefs on the walls include a table of 
offerings ; the Hall of Osiris, the judgment 
woons, and rows of deities and other figure 
pouring ont libations before the qaeen.
